SUBJECT: Statistical Reporting for the Transitional Budget Period, 
July 1, 1976 - September 30, 1976 (TBP 76/77) 


CONTENT: The "Congressional Budget and Impoundment Act" (P.L. 93-344), 
effective October 1, 1976, changes the period of the Federal 
Fiscal Year to October 1 through September 30. For 
statistical reporting purposes, the three-month period 
from July 1976 through September 1976 is to be considered 
as a separate quarter, neither part of Fiscal Year 1976 
(July 1975-June 1976) nor Fiscal Year 1977 (October 1976- 
September 1977). This period will be referred to as the 
"Transitional Budget Period 1976/1977" (TBP 76/77). 

There will be no change in the frequency or timing of 
reporting to the Central Office. Reports will be submitted 
for the TBP 76/77 which will be regarded as a separate 
entity to be used for comparison to other quarters. 


For your information, our tabulation plans for Fiscal 
Year 1977 include comparisons to the corresponding report- 
ing periods in the prior fiscal year. For example, figures 
for October 1, 1976 to December 31, 1976 will be compared 
to figures for October 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975. In 
developing the data for the October 1 to December 31, 1975 
period, it will be necessary to use figures originally 
reported to RSA for July 1, 1975 to September 30, 1975 

and those reported for July 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975 
and make the necessary subtractions to arrive at an 
interpolated October 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975 period. 
A similar procedure will be employed for all succeeding 
quarters so that, as much as possible, Fiscal Year 1977 
data are compared to like periods in Fiscal Year 1976.

Final Report on Characteristics of Clients Rehabilitated 
During Fiscal Year 1974 


The attached table presents information pertaining to the 
characteristics of persons rehabilitated during Fiscal 

Year 1974 under the State-Federal Program of Vocational 
Rehabilitation. The data were obtained from a National 
tabulation of RSA-300 information which covers 335,574 
clients or 92.9 percent of the 361,138 individuals 
rehabilitated during that year. Comparable data for 

Fiscal Years 1973 and 1972 are also shown to indicate trends. 


The dominant disability for persons rehabilitated continued 
to be mental illness, which accounted for 31 percent of 

all rehabilitations in 1974 and increased from 29 percent 

in 1972. However, the “other character, personality and 
behavior disorders” component of the mentally ill category 
leveled off at 14 percent during Fiscal Years 1973 and 1974 
after rapid and consistent growth during the preceding years. 
The proportion of clients disabled from dental conditions 
dropped from 6 percent in Fiscal 1972 to 4 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1974 and contributed to a decline in digestive system 
conditions from 9 percent to 7 percent during the same period. 
The leveling-off and decline in rehabilitations for these 
particular disabilities were offset by small relative gains 
in rehabilitations of individuals handicapped by more serious 
disabilities including blindness, orthopedic impairments 
affecting three or more limbs or the entire body, psychotic 
and psychoneurotic disorders, and moderate and severe mental 
retardation in Fiscal Year 1974. Possibly these slight shifts 
in disability reflect implementation of the major provisions 
of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 which require that special 
efforts be made to serve and rehabilitate the severely handi- 
capped.

Over one-half (53 percent) of all clients rehabilitated in 
Fiscal Year 1974, compared to 49 percent in Fiscal Year 1972, 
were provided training. Conversely, the proportion of clients 
receiving physical or mental restoration services declined 
from 47 percent in Fiscal Year 1972 to 42 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1974. Services purchased for clients rehabilitated in 
Fiscal Year 1974 cost an average of $869 per client, up from 
$771 in-Fiscal Year 1972. 


In Fiscal Year 1974, there were fewer persons rehabilitated as 
homemakers and unpaid family workers (15 percent vs. 17 percent 
in Fiscal Year 1972) and relatively more rehabilitated as 

wage or salaried workers (82 percent vs. 79 percent in Fiscal 
Year 1972). Also, relatively more of the rehabilitated clients 
had earnings at closure in Fiscal Year 1974 (86 percent vs. 

83 percent in Fiscal Year 1972), and the increase in the 
average weekly earnings from referral to closure was greater 

in Fiscal Year 1974 ($68 compared to $55 in Fiscal Year 1972). 
This trend in the occupation and earnings of rehabilitated 
clients may be indicative of an improvement in the quality 

of rehabilitations accomplished during Fiscal Year 1974.

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Statistical Report on Severely Disabled Caseload Activity, 
First Six Months, Fiscal Year 1976 


The attached tables and text present a statistical summary 
of the severely disabled caseload activity in the State- 
Federal Program of Vocational Rehabilitation for the first 
six months of Fiscal Year 1976. 


There were 52,084 severely disabled clients rehabilitated 
in the first six months, a gain of 33 percent over the 
number rehabilitated in the same period in Fiscal Year 1975. 
This compares to a percent decrease of 4 percent among 

the non-severely disabled in the same time span. 


Of all rehabilitations in the first six months, approxi- 
mately 38 percent were of severely disabled persons. This 
compares to a 31 percent level in the first six months of 
Fiscal Year 1975. 


In the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976 little change 
occurred in the percent of the total caseload of active 
cases (statuses 10 to 24) represented by the severely 
disabled. At the beginning of the period, 42 percent of 
all cases were of the severely disabled, whereas at the 
end of the period 43 percent of all cases were severely 


disabled. 


Commissioner of Rehabilitation Services 
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Table 1 --Overall Caseload of the Severely Disabled 


During the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976, a total of 1,020,262 active 
cases were available to vocational rehabilitation agencies. Of these cases, 
42.4 percent (432,290 cases) were severely disabled clients. This per- 
centage remained relatively consistent for the first six months with 4293 
percent of the new cases since July 1, 1975 being categorized as severely 
disabled cases and 43.0 percent of the cases on hand December 31, 1975 

being composed of severely disabled clients. 


During the first six months of FY 1976 a total of 137,685 clients (severe 
and non-severe) were rehabilitated, an increase of 7.5 percent over the same 
period of the prior fiscal year. Behind this overall rise in the first half 
of FY 1976 was a 32.7 percent increase in severely disabled rehabilitations 
compared to a decline in non-severe rehabilitations of 3.6 percent, 


Severely disabled cases represented only 31 percent of all rehabilitations 
for the: first six months of Fiscal Year 1975 but rose to a level of 38 percent 
of the total rehabilitations for the same period in Fiscal Year 1976. 


Table 2 --Rehabilitations of the Severely Disabled 


In the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976, 37.8 percent (52,084 clients) 
of the total 137,685 persons rehabilitated were severely disabled clients. 
Region II was the only region rehabilitating a larger number of severely 
disabled cases than non-severely disabled while Region VIII had only about 
one out of four (26 percent) of their rehabilitated clients classified as 
severely disabled. 


Except for the new agency in the Trust Territory, New York led the general 
agencies with the percentage of severely disabled rehabilitated (71 percent) 
although an additional three general agencies had 50 percent or more of 
their rehabilitated clients in the severely disabled group for the first 
six months of FY 1976. 


One year earlier, only 31 percent of all rehabilitated clients were severely 
disabled. All regions experienced increases in this proportion which led 

to an overall increase of 32.7 percent over the same period ‘of «FY 1975 in 

the number of severely disabled cases rehabilitated. Only seven general 
agencies reported a decrease in the numbers of severely disabled rehabilitated 
ineny 976. 


Table 3 --Rehabilitations of the Non-Severely Disabled 


Of the total 137,685 VR clients rehabilitated through December 31, 1975, 
85,601 or 62 percent were not severely disabled. This compares to the 69 
percent level reported in the first six months of Fiscal Year 1975. The 
actual number of such clients rehabilitated during the first six months of 
Fiscal Year 1976 decreased 3.6 percent from the number rehabilitated during

the same period of Fiscal Year 1975 and is a distinct contrast to the 32.7 
percent increase in rehabilitations of severely disabled persons (See 
Table #2): 


Table 4 --Rehabilitation Rates Among Severe and Non-Severe Cases 


During the first sixgmonths of Fiscal Year 1976,¢amtotal of 221) 505ecased 
were closed with 62 percent of the cases closed rehabilitated. Of the total 
89,047 severely disabled cases closed only 58 percent were 

closed rehabilitated whereas 65 percent Of 132,258 non-severely disabled 
cases were closed rehabilitated. Region V was the only region reporting a 
greater percentage of severely disabled cases closed rehabilitated than 
non-severely disabled cases closed rehabilitated although Region I had 
identical percentages for both types of rehabilitations. 


Table 5 --Severely Disabled Cases Served and New Cases 


The severely disabled represented 42 percent of the active cases served in 
the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976; however, the severely disabled 
account for 43 percent of all new cases accepted during the period. 


Table.6.--Total,and- Severe Cases! at Beginning and End of Quarter 


At the end of the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976 there were 343,243 
severely disabled persons whose cases were in the active statuses. This 
represented a 4.2 percent increase in severely disabled active cases since 
July 1, 1975. Severely disabled clients represented 43 percent of all active 
cases on hand December 31, 1975. 


Table: 7 --Rehabilitation of Public Assistance Recipients 


The number of disabled public assistance recipients who were rehabilitated 

in the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976 increased 7.3 percent over the 
same period of FY 1975. Approximately 19 percent of the persons rehabili- 
tated in the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976 had been a public assistance 
recipient at some time during the vocational rehabilitation process.

Distribution of the "Quarterly Status Report: Disability 
Insurance Program (SSDI) and Supplemental Security Income 
Program (SSI)," July 1 to March 31, 1976 


The report containing caseload information for the first 
nine months of Fiscal Year 1976 for the subject components 
of the VR program is attached. 


State agencies rehabilitated 14,971 SSDI beneficiaries 
between July 1, 1975 and March 31, 1976. This represents 
a gain of 8 percent over the number rehabilitated in the 
same period of Fiscal Year 1975. Among non-SSDI cases, 
rehabilitations declined by one percent. Of the rehabili- 
tated beneficiaries, 8,657 (or 58 percent) had met the 
special selection criteria, permitting the use of Trust 
Funds for VR services. The number of rehabilitated 

Trust Funds cases was 12 percent greater than the number 
registered during the same period of Fiscal Year 1975. 


There were 10,987 SSI recipients rehabilitated during the 
first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976, a gain of 36 percent 
over rehabilitations effected in the same period of the 
prior fiscal year. This increase contrasts sharply with 
the 2 percent decline in rehabilitations of non-SSI cases. 
Some 5,469, or 50 percent of the SSI cases, met the 

special selection criteria, accounting for a substantial 

56 percent increase in such rehabilitations from the same 
period in Fiscal Year 1975.

HIGHLIGHTS 
TABLE 1 


Through March 31, 1976, State agencies had rehabilitated 14,971 SSDI 
beneficiaries, of whom 8,657 had met the special selection criteria (SSC) 
permitting the use of Trust Funds for VR services; and 10,987 SSI 
recipients, of whom 5,469 had met the special selection criteria. On the 
basis of unduplicated counts there were 23,832 SSDI/SSI rehabilitations. 
The overlap of 2,126 cases represents dual cases, that is, rehabilitated 
persons receiving or having received both SSDI and SSI payments at some 
time while they were in the VR process. 


These figures compare with the number of rehabilitations during the nine- 
month period ending March 31, 1975, as follows: the SSDI rehabilitations 
gained 8 percent (12 percent gain for the special selection criteria cases), 
the SSI rehabilitations increased 36 percent (56 percent increase for the 
special selection criteria cases), and the number of unduplicated SSDI/SSI 
rehabilitations grew 16 percent (18 percent for other severe rehabilitations). 
Meanwhile, the following declines were recorded for the period: 1 percent 

in non-SSDI rehabilitations, 2 percent in non-SSI rehabilitations, and 10 
percent in non-severe rehabilitations.

Of the 80,970 cases in active statuses as of March 31, 1976, who had met the 
special selection criteria, a total of 52,712 (or 65 percent) met the 
criteria for Trust Funds, and 35,810 (or 44 percent) for SSI funds. The 
overlap of 7,552 represents the dual cases. 


Similar percent breakouts were observed for rehabilitated and not rehabilitated 
cases.

During the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976, State agencies served 
(statuses 10-30) 108,032 SSDI beneficiaries, and 78,654 SSI recipients, 
representing increases of 13 percent and 36 percent, respectively, over the 
number served in the comparable period of Fiscal Year 1975. 


In comparing the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1975 to the same period in 
Fiscal Year 1976, it is noted that the SSDI special selection criteria cases 
served rose by 18 percent, and the SSI special selection criteria cases served, 
by 52 percent. For other (non-SSC) SSDI and SSI cases served, the increases 
were only 5 percent and 17 percent, respectively.

On March 31, 1976, there were 75,397 unduplicated SSDI/SSI cases in the 
referral and applicant statuses, down 4 percent from March 31, 1975. Of 
these cases, 49,464 (or 66 percent) were SSDI beneficiaries and 36,368 
were SSI recipients. There were 10,435 dual cases accounting for the 
overlap. 


The total number of SSDI/SSI cases in extended evaluation on March 31, 1976 
came to 10,467, up 21 percent over the same period of the prior year. 


During the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976, the number of SSDI/SSI cases 
not accepted for VR services numbered 103,346, an increase of 13 percent 
from the number of such closures in the same period in Fiscal Year 1975.

The total number of SSI recipients in agency caseloads at any time (statuses 
00-30) during the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976 was 173,388. Of 
these cases, 18,288 (or 10 percent) were recipients by reason of blindness: 
The blind representation among the not accepted SSI cases was 5 percent, in 
contrast with a blind representation of 16 percent among the rehabilitations. 
Of 2,535 blind cases closed from the active statuses, 70 percent were 
rehabilitated. This contrasts sharply with a rehabilitation rate of only 

49 percent observed among closures of persons receiving SSI payments by 
reason of disability. 


TABLE 6 


By State agency, the number of SSDI rehabilitations during the first nine 
nonths of Fiscal Year 1976 exceeded one thousand only in Pennsylvania (1,402). 
North Carolina was second with 861 rehabilitations. The rate of special 
selection criteria cases among the SSDI rehabilitations ranged from 34 percent 
in Wyoming to 86 percent in California in general agencies, and from 4 percent 
in Missouri to 91 percent in Florida among blind agencies. 


TABLE 7 


Through March 31, 1976, California led all agencies in the number of SSI 
rehabilitations (1,058). New York with 778 was second. The rate of special 
selection criteria cases in this program ranged from 8 percent in Rhode Island 
to 78 percent in the District of Columbia among general agencies, and from 

10 percent in Iowa to 97 percent in Arkansas among blind agencies.

The attached tables show the total number of persons 
rehabilitated by State vocational rehabilitation agencies 
for the first ten months of Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976. 


Through April 1976, State agencies rehabilitated 234,269 
clients, a decline of 2.8 percent from the 240,978 persons 
rehabilitated through April 1975. 


For the month of April 1976, rehabilitations numbered 
23,659, a 17.9 percent decline from the 28,805 rehabilitated 
in April 1975. This marks the fourth consecutive month 

in which rehabilitations relative to the same month in 
Fiscal Year 1975 declined. The rehabilitations effected in 
April, 1976 were the fewest in any April since 1970.

Caseload data reported for the first nine months of Fiscal 
Year 1976 on Form RSA-101 clearly depict a situation in 

which caseloads are declining at all stages of the VR process 
relative to activity in the same nine month period of 

Fiscal Year 1975. This caseload contraction is measured by 
losses in new cases during the reporting period and by lowered 
numbers of cases throughout the VR process on March 31, 1976 
compared to March 31, 1975. Furthermore, among cases 
processed so far in Fiscal Year 1976, outcomes became increas- 
ingly less favorable for clients of State rehabilitation 
agencies. 


The most striking example of a decline in new cases was 


found among new referrals which totalled 792,161 in the first 
pine months of Fiscal Year 1976 and represented a 13.1 percent 
decrease in new referrals from the same period a year earlier. 
Also cases on hand in agency caseloads in all statuses on 
March 31, 1976 numbered 1,270,592, a decline of 5.8 percent 
from the number available on March 31, 1975. Finally, only 

62 percent of cases closed from the active statuses (closed 
subsequent to reaching status 10) were rehabilitated in the 
first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976 compared to a rehabili-~ 
tation rate of 70 percent in the same period in the prior 


year. 


These trends are discussed more fully in the accompanying 
highlights.

HIGHLIGHTS 


Part 1. Total Caseloads-National Data 
New Cases 


1. Whether one observes new referrals, new applicants, new extended 
evaluation cages or new cases in the active statuses for the first 
three quarters of Fiscal Year 1976, the picture is the same - declines 
from the corresponding period of Fiscal Year 1975. So far this year, 
new referrals have declined by 13.1% to 792,161; new applicants by 
11.8% to 587,272; new extended evaluation cases by 5.4% to 28,622; and 
new active cases by 11.0% to 353,141. This contraction necessarily 
leads to a caseload that is increasingly made up of cases carried over 
from the prior fiscal year. For example, of all 2,079,676 cases found 
in agency caseloads at some time between July 1, 1975 and March 31, 
1976, only about 38% were newly referred during this time span; this 
is in contrast to a 44% level of new cases observed in the first nine 
months of Fiscal Year 1975. 


2. The implications for successful rehabilitations are clear. Increases in 
rehabilitations will be difficult to come by in the future. Indeed, 
through March 31, 1976 rehabilitations fell to 210,640, a decline of 
0.7% from the same period last year. (Figures through April 30, 1976 
show an accumulative decline of 2.8%) Decreases in rehabilitations 
have occurred in six of the first ten months of Fiscal Year 1976, and 
in the last four months in a row. 


3. The decline in new referrals is not in accord with historical trends. 
It has been 17 years since the last such decline was registered. Even 
in recent years when program emphasis turned to the severely disabled, 
new referrals still managed to increase. For example, as late as Fiscal 
Year 1975, new referrals increased by 11.9% over new referrals in Fiscal 
Year 1974. It is likely, however, that the current decrease is a 
reflection of movement away from referral sources less likely to refer 
severe cases, as well as a determination on the part of agencies to 
spend more of their available funds on cases already in the VR stream 
than on new cases. This determination may have been occasioned by the 
fact that, on the average, greater sums of money are needed to success~ 
fully serve severe than non-severe cases. Thus, for a stated amount 
of money, increasing costs per case necessarily mean that fewer cases 
can be served. Exactly how agencies react to this situation is not 
certain. Do they pull back on their outreach efforts to insure that 
fewer cases are referred? Do they develop more exacting criteria to be 
applied by key referral sources before referring an individual for 
services? Whatever the answers are, the sharp decline in new referrals 
so far in Fiscal Year 1976 is a significant caseload trend. 
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Caseload levels 


On March 31, 1976 there were 1,270,592 cases at some stage in the VR 
process in agency caseloads. This total was 5.8% less than the number 
of cases on hand on March 31, 1975. The present caseload level is 
less, also, than totals recorded at the end of the first and second 
quarters of Fiscal Year 1976. Except for cases in extended evaluation 
(which increased by 1.0% to 31,719), levels declined at all other 
major points in the VR process. For example, referrals on hand on 
March 31, 1976, fell by 21.6% from March 31, 1975 to 112,336: applicants 
by 9.9% to 335,526 and cases in the active statuses by 1.3% to 791,011. 
Within the active statuses, increases were observed in the number of 
cases in only two statuses: Status 24 (service interrupted, up 7.3%) 
an indication, perhaps, of increased problems in dealing with a greater 
number of severe cases - and status 20 (ready for employment, up 10.1%) 
a suggestion, possibly, of greater difficulties in placing the severely 
disabled into suitable employment. Finally, the contraction of the 
total caseload may be seen also in declines in third quarter levels 
throughout the VR process relative to both first and second quarter 


totals this fiscal year. 


Outcomes 


In the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976, there were 210,640 cases 
rehabilitated. These cases constituted 61.8% of all active cases closed 
out during this period. In the same time span last year, 69.8% of 

active case closures were successfully rehabilitated. Thus, the likeli- 
hood of a rehabilitation fell from about 7 chances in 10 to roughly 6 
chances in 10 over a one-year time period. Two possible but not mutually 
exclusive explanations come to mind. First, the clientele that are 
severely disabled are more numerous now than a year ago and are presumably 
more difficult to rehabilitate. Second, closure standards are being 
tightened as a result of audits and a heightened awareness of the need 

to conduct a "quality'' rehabilitation program from intake, to services, 
to closure. With regard to closure, it is possible that more attention 
is being given to such closure criteria as the completion of a program 
of services insofar as possible, the provision of substantial services 
and placement into a suitable occupation. 


The pattern of increasingly unfavorable outcomes just noted among active 
case closures was repeated in the earlier stages of the VR process. For 
example, 27.0% of referrals processed from July 1, 1975 to March aL, 1976 
were closed not accepted for VR. In the same nine month period a year 
ago, only 25.6% of processed referrals were closed not accepted for VR. 
Similarly, 39.2% of processed applicant cases were closed not accepted 
for VR or extended evaluation during the first three quarters of Fiscal 
Year 1976 compared to only 32.4% such closures in the prior year. 
Finally, 48.4% of processed extended evaluation cases were closed not 
accepted for VR compared to a rejection rate of only 42.2% in the first 
nine months of Fiscal Year 1975. 


Part 2. Total Caseloads-Agency Data 


7. Table 4 shows limited caseload data by individual state agency. In 
particular, three caseload measures are presented. They are a) percent 
of all cases dealt with that were new referrals (referral rate) b) 
percent of all cases on which eligibility determinations were made that 
were accepted for VR (acceptance rate) and c) percent of all closures 
from the active statuses that were successfully rehabilitated (rehabili- 


tation rate). 
Referral Rates 


8. Nationally, 38% of all cases handled were new referrals during the nine 
months period ending March 31, 1976. (As previously observed, this rate 
for the first three quarters of Fiscal Year 1975 was 44%). By agency, 
the referral rate varied considerably - from lows of 6% and 11% in the 
Trust Territory and Puerto Rico, respectively, to highs of 68% and 54% 
in Nevada blind and Kansas, respectively. Only 14 of 84 reporting 
agencies, however, displayed percentages that were not within 10 points 
of the national rate, i.e. the percentages for these 14 agencies were 
either below 28% or greater than 48%. 


Acceptance Rates 


9. The national acceptance rate fell from 48% to 43% when comparing the 
first nine months of Fiscal Year 1975 to the same period in Fiscal Year 
1976. It would appear that Fiscal Year 1976 will mark the sixth 
consecutive year of a decline in the acceptance rate from the nearly 547 
achieved in Fiscal Year 1970. It is quite possible, too, that Fiscal 
Year 1976's acceptance rate will be the lowest ever recorded since this 
measure was introduced in Fiscal Year 1943. This persistent decline is 
consistent with the assumption that as more severely disabled clients 
are referred for services, a relatively smaller number of them can be 
accepted for VR. 


10. A large majority of State agencies, 65 of them, experienced decreases in 
the acceptance rate in the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976 compared 
to the same period in Fiscal Year 1975. For 17 of these 65 agencies, the 
acceptance rate in the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976 was more 
than 10 percentage points below their acceptance rate in the comparable 
period in Fiscal Year 1975. This may be indicative of considerable 
change in either referral procedures or application of eligibility 
criteria, or both. The impact was felt most heavily in Puerto Rico where 
the acceptance rate fell from 79% in the first nine months of Fiscal 
Year 1975 to only 45% in the same period of Fiscal Year 1976. Other 
steep declines were noted in Iowa blind (from 56% to 37%); Ohio general 
and Texas blind (53% to 35% for both agencies); Maine general (53% to 
37%); Louisiana blind (48% to 32%) and Montana blind (40% to 24%). 
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There were three agencies displaying considerable increases in the 
acceptance rates. They were Massachusetts blind (from 59% to 73%); 
South Carolina blind (52% to 65%) and Washington blind (46% to 57%). 


Rehabilitation Rates 


The national rehabilitation rate fell to 62% in the first three quarters 
of Fiscal Year 1976 compared to 70% for the same time span a year 
earlier. As with the acceptance rates, Fiscal Year 1976 rehabilitation 
rates appear likely to mark the sixth consecutive year of decline. More 
significantly, it is probable that Fiscal Year 1976 will have the lowest 
rehabilitation rate in 30 years. 


Of 84 reporting agencies, 65 experienced declines in the rehabilitation 
rate over the first nine months from last fiscal year to this year. 

Of these 65 agencies, as many as 22 showed declines of 10 percentage 
points or more. This may be an indication that these agencies are under- 
going considerable change of one kind or another, probably in regard to 
dealing with increasing numbers of the severely disabled. The largest 
declines in rehabilitation rates were registered in the Trust Territory 
(from 76% to 45%); Minnesota (80% to 54%); Delaware blind (85% to 62%); 
Mary land) (3844 tomo37.) :; Ohiog(Goi7 tos447,) and Lowa (752) to 1547). 


There were 19 agencies that were able to show increases in their rehabili- 
tation rates during the period under study. They were led by Nevada 
blind (ftrome677 to 837.) s4Arizona (437% to 57%.).:°.Guam,(707.to 9827.) and 
Alaska -(55% to 652).

The report containing caseload information for the first six 
months of Fiscal Year 1976 for the subject components of the 
VR program is attached. 


State agencies rehabilitated 9,533 SSDI beneficiaries between 
July 1, 1975 and December 31, 1975. This represents a gain of 
22 percent over the number rehabilitated in the same period of 
Fiscal Year 1975, significantly exceeding the 7 percent increase 
in rehabilitations observed among non-SSDI cases. Of the 9,533 
rehabilitated beneficiaries, 5,530 (or 58 percent) had met the 
special selection criteria, permitting the use of Trust Funds 
for VR services. The number of rehabilitated Trust Funds cases 
was 20 percent greater than the number registered during the 
same period of Fiscal Year 1975. 


There were 6,859 SSI recipients rehabilitated during the first 
six months of Fiscal Year 1976, a gain of 66 percent over 
rehabilitations effected in the same period of the prior fiscal 
year. This increase contrasts sharply with the modest 6 percent 
gain in rehabilitations of non-SSI cases. Some 3,449, or 50 
percent, of the SSI cases met the special selection criteria, 
accounting for a substantial 74 percent increase in such 
rehabilitations from the same period in Fiscal Year 1975.

HIGHLIGHTS 
TABLE 1 


Through December 31, 1975, State agencies rehabilitated 9,533 SSDI 
beneficiaries. Of this number, 5,530 (or 58 percent) met the special 
selection criteria permitting the use of Trust Funds for rehabilitation 
services. The rehabilitation rate (rehabilitated closvres among all active 
case closures) was 49 percent for the SSDI cases and 48 percent for the 
"special selection criteria'' cases. On December 31, 1975, there were 

76,082 active SSDI cases (statuses 10 to 24), of whom 52,307 (or 69 percent) 
had met the special selection criteria. 


TABLE 2 


The recipients of SSI payments rehabilitated during the first half of Fiscal 
Year 1976 totalled 6,859. Of this number, 3,449 (or 50 percent) met the 
special selection criteria. The rehabilitation rate was 52 percent for the 
SSI cases and 50 percent for the "special selection criteria" cases. On 
December 31, 1975, there were 53,472 active SSI cases, of which 34,023 

(or 64 percent) had met the special selection criteria. 


TABLE 3 


Of the 79,368 cases in active statuses meeting the special selection criteria, 
52,307 (or 66 percent) were Trust Funds cases, and 34,023 (or 43 percent) 
SSI-funded cases. The overlap (6,962 cases or 9 percent) represents dual 
cases, that is, cases meeting the special selection criteria for both 
programs. Similar percent breakouts were observed for rehabilitated and not 
rehabilitated cases. 


TABLE 4 


During the first half of Fiscal Year 1976, a total of 95,375 SSDI benefi- 
ciaries were served (statuses 10-30), an increase of 25 percent aver the 
comparable period of Fiscal Year 1975. The increase for SSDI cases meeting 
the special selection criteria was 33 percent, from 48,196 in the first 
half of Fiscal Year 1975 to 63,873 in the first half of Fiscal Year 1976. 
This compared to only a 12 percent increase among other SSDI beneficiary 
cases served. 


During the first half of Fiscal Year 1976, a total of 66,638 SSI recipients 
were served, an increase of 53 percent over the 43,678 cases served during 
a similar period in Fiscal Year 1975. The increase in SSI cases meeting 
the special selection criteria was 73 percent, from 23,707 in Fiscal Year 
1975 to 40,936 in Fiscal Year 1976. For other SSI recipients served, the 
increase was only 29 percent.

Through the second quarter of Fiscal Year 1976, rehabilitations of SSDI 
beneficiaries increased by 22 percent, compared to only 7 percent among 
non-SSDI cases, over the number rehabilitated in the same period of Fiscal 
Year 1975. In the same period, rehabilitations of SSI recipients increased 
by 66 percent compared to only 6 percent among non-SSI cases. Together, 

the unduplicated number of SSDI/SSI rehabilitations rose by 32 percent in 
the first six months of Fiscal Year 1976, comparable to the 33 percent 
increase in rehabilitations of severe cases other than those associated with 
the SSDI and/or SSI programs. In sharp contrast, rehabilitations of non- 
severe cases declined by nearly 4 percent through December, 1975. 


TABLE 6 


On December 31, 1975, there were 76,909 SSDI/SSI cases in referral-applicant 
statuses, up 6 percent from December 31, 1974; and 10,075 cases in extended 
evaluation, up 47 percent. During the six months ending December 31, 1975, 
the number of SSDI/SSI cases not accepted for VR numbered 66,551, an increase 
of 29 percent from the same period in Fiscal Year 1975. 


TABLE 7 


The total number of SSI recipients in agency caseloads at any time during 
the first half of Fiscal Year 1976 was 142,357. Of these cases, 15,996 

(or 11 percent) were recipients by reason of blindness. It is interesting 
to note that of the 33,574 SSI recipients not accepted for VR, only 5 
percent were blind, while as much as 16 percent of the 6,859 rehabilitated 
SSI recipients were blind. Also, while 70 percent of active case closures 
among blind SSI recipients were rehabilitated (1,105 out of 1,580 closures), 
fewer than one-half of such closures among disabled SSI recipients could be 
rehabilitated (5,754 out of 11,586 closures).

Statistical Report on Severely Disabled Caseload Activity, 
Quarter Ending March 31, 1976 


This report presents a summary of the severely disabled 
caseload activity in the State-Federal Rehabilitation Program 
for the first three quarters of Fiscal Year 1976. The 

data for this report were obtained from the Quarterly 
Cumulative Report of Clients in Special Target Groups, 

Form RSA-LO02. 


Some eee severely disabled persons were rehabilitated 


by State agencies during the nine months ended March 31, 1976. 


This number represents an increase of 17.2% over the number 
of such clients rehabilitated during the same time period of 
Fiscal Year 1975. 


Of all rehabilitations accomplished during the first nine 
months of Fiscal Year 1976, 39% were severely disabled. This 
compares quite favorably to the 33% level recorded through 
March of Fiscal Year 1975. 


The severely disabled comprised 45%, of all cases in active 
statuses (statuses 10-24) on March 31, 1976. This was a gain 
of 7.6% over the number on hand at the beginning of 

Fiscal Year 1976. 
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STATISTICAL REPORT ON SEVERELY DISABLED CASELOAD ACTIVITY NINE MONTHS 
ENDED MARCH 31, 1976 


Table 1 - Severe Cases Among the Total Caseload 


A total of 210,640 persons had been rehabilitated by State vocational 
rehabilitation agencies in the first three quarters of Fiscal Year 1976. 
Of this number, 82,114 or 39.0% were severely disabled. Of the 130,470 
persons who were closed not rehabilitated, 44.6%, or 58,208 were severely 
disabled. 


The total number of cases on hand (status 10-24) on July 1, 1975 which was 
778,980, rose by about 12,000 cases, or 1.5% to 791,011 by March 31, 1976. 
During the same interval, the number of severely disabled cases on hand 
rose by nearly 25,000 from 329,086 to 353,988, an increase of 7.6%. Thus, 
the increase in the total caseload during this time span was due entirely 
to the expansion of severe cases. 


In the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976, 47.2% of all newly accepted 
cases were classified as severe. Because of this high percentage of the 
severely disabled among the new cases, it is anticipated that the percentage 
of the severely disabled among all rehabilitated clients will necessarily 
rise in the future from its present level of 39%. 


Tables 2 and 3 - Severe and Non-severe Rehabilitations 


A total of 82,114 severely disabled persons were rehabilitated in the nine 
months ended March 31, 1976. This was an increase of 17.2% from the 70,039 
rehabilitated during the same time period in Fiscal Year 1975. Conversely, 
the number of non-severely disabled persons rehabilitated during the first 
nine months of Fiscal Year 1976 was 128,526, down 9.6% from the 142,134 
persons rehabilitated in the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1975. 


Severely disabled rehabilitations constituted 39% of the total rehabilitations 
during the nine months ended March 31, 1976 as compared to 33% in the same 
period of Fiscal Year 1975. There were only thirteen agencies which did not 
show increases in severely disabled rehabilitations as a percent of the total 
rehabilitations from Fiscal Year 1975 to Fiscal Year 1976. 


Table 4 - Severe and Non-severe Cases Closed from Active Statuses 


Of the 341,110 cases closed from the active statuses during the period from 
July 1, 1975 to March 31, 1976, 62% or 210,640 had been rehabilitated. If 
maintained for the balance of the year, this will be the lowest rehabilita- 
tion rate experienced in 30 years. Of 140,322 active case closures among 

the severely disabled, 59% had been rehabilitated. During the same nine 
month period, 64% of the 200,788 non-severe cases closed from the active 
statuses had been rehabilitated. This difference in the rehabilitation rates 
between severe and non-severe cases is presumed to be caused by the greater 
difficulty experienced in rehabilitating the severely disabled. Nevertheless, 


ge 


19 agencies reported a higher rehabilitation rate for the severely disabled 
than for the non-severely disabled. In Maine, for example, 73% of the 
severely disabled cases closed had been rehabilitated compared to only 547 
of the closures of the non-severely disabled. It would appear safe to say 
that, perhaps in some instances, cases classified as severe are not overly 
difficult to rehabilitate while some of the non-severely disabled are 
sometimes more difficult to rehabilitate than one would expect. 


Table 5 - Total and Severe Cases Served and New Cases 


A total of 1,132,121 cases were served, i.e. they were in statuses 10-24 at 
some time during the nine months ended March 31, 1976. The severely disabled 
accounted for 44% or 494,310 of the served cases. 


Of 353,141 cases newly accepted for VR during the subject period, 165,224, 
or 47% were severely disabled. Interestingly, in the third quarter, 56% 
of all new cases were severely disabled (figure not shown in this report). 
This shift to a predominantly severe intake is expected to influence, in 

a short time, other caseload items such as cases served and backlogs while 
exercising a longer term impact on rehabilitated and not rehabilitated 


closures. 
Table 6 =- Total and Severe Cases on Hand 


A total of 791,011 persons were in the active caseload on March 31, 1976. 
This is an increase of 1.5% from the 778,980 on hand at the beginning of 
Fiscal Year 1976. During this same time period, the number of active severe 
cases rose 7.6% from 329,086. 


Nine agencies have consistently increased the percentage of their severe cases 
in the active caseload on four dates that were three months apart. In 

New Hampshire, for example, the severe cases represented 55%, 58%, 62% and 

66% of the totals for July 1, 1975, September 30, 1975, December 31, 1975 

and March 31, 1976, respectively. The percentages of active cases that were 
severe in most of the remaining agencies fluctuated, by quarter, but were 
higher on March 31, 1976. However, the severe levels declined in 16 agencies 
from July 1, 1975 to March 31, 1976. In three of these agencies - South 
Carolina, Michigan and Nevada blind - decreases were observed in each one of 
the last three specified dates. 


Table 7 - Public Assistance Recipient Rehabilitations 


During the first nine months of Fiscal Year 1976, State agencies rehabilitated 
39,288 persons who had received public assistance at some time during the 
rehabilitation process. This was a decrease of 1% from the 39,477 public 
assistance recipient rehabilitations during the same period of time in Fiscal 
Year. 1975.

The attached tables show the total number of persons 
rehabilitated by State vocational rehabilitation agencies 
during the first eleven months of Fiscal Years 1975 and 
1976; 


A total of 259,932 persons were rehabilitated through 
May 31, 1976. This number represents a decrease of 4.8 
percent from the 272,999 clients rehabilitated during 
the comparable period of Fiscal Year 1975. 


For May 1976, rehabilitations numbered 25,663, a 20 percent 
decline from the 32,021 rehabilitated in May 1975. This 
was the 5th consecutive monthly decline in rehabilitations. 
Additionally, the 25,663 persons rehabilitated in May 1976 
represented the fewest rehabilitations in any May since
